II. Claims 29-44 & 45-62 are, drawn to an apparatus that optimizes supply chain

III. Claims 63-67 & 68-92 are, drawn to software that optimizes supply chain activity 
optimization, 

IV. Claims 94-95 are, drawn to system that optimizes supply chain activity 
optimization, 

Inventions I, II, III and IV are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using 
the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the 
product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product. See MPEP 
§ 806.05(h). In the instant case, the apparatus (system) in inventions I (claims 1-14 & 15-28 ) 
can be used in a materially different process than that recited in method claims of inventions II as 
explained below. 

The apparatus recited in Invention II can be used for a procurement manager, which is 
materially different than the process recited in invention I for example, a buyer computer which 
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are found in claims 1-14 but are distinct and non obvious from the process that the apparatus 
performs.
